Mo matter how choice a bit of scandal 
iHight be, it was struck out by Prentice 
if the good name of a lady was involved. 
Consequently journalistic scavengers 
had no opportunity to exploit themselves 
there. This admirable example has been 
followed since the days of Prentice bf 
other distinguished and chivalrous edi- 
tors. Only the scavenger newspapers 
depart to any extent from this rule and 
glory in discovering and spreading putre- 
faction, 


In many eases these scavenger jour- 


nals do harm that they will never get 
forgivenera for this side of the great 
hereafter, if they do then. 
A slight 


matrimonial difficulty or a foolish epi- 
sode in a woman's life iu her ignorant 
youth, an episode she has repented of in 
sackcloth aud ashes a thousand times, is 
clawed up from the earth, where it is 
buried, and plastered upon the pages of a 
so called newspaper. Shabby kind of 
n&vta this is. Thei lady may be one of 
the best and noblest of women, bnt che 
scavenger journal delibeiately tries to 
ruin her and glories in it. 


A lady is utterly helpless in presence 


of such, a paper. The most delicate fabric 
in existence is a woman's good name. 
She may have built it up by years of spot- 
less life and selfless work. Then comes 
the journalistic scavenger and blows his 
foul breath upon it. It withers away and 
vanishes, and tho woman's life is ruined 
henceforth, All her years of good deeds 
go for nothing before the newspaper scav- 
enger. Thin is not journalism; it is in- 
famy. 


Excluding Women Spectators. 


The question has beenaskeJl a number 


of times recently whether there is any 
law that will permit a judge to send 
women spectators out of a' courtroom 
while at the same time he permits men to 
remain. The question has not been an- 
swered. Tiie Pro Re Nata is a club of 
ladies in Washington that at leait have 
not a little amusement from resolving 
themselves into a mw.k congress and dis- 
cussing and passing or'defeating bills 
prepared in exact imitation of those laid 
before tho real congress. The Pro Ee 
Nata recently took up this very matter 
of excluding women from courtroom tri- 
als in which women were concerned 
either as accused or accuser. 


The ladies prepared and passed unani- 


mously a bill declaring in substance that 
hereafter in the District o£ Columbia, in 
cases where a woman is one of the par- 
ties, it shall be unlawful to exclude 
women as spectators unless men are also 
excluded; further, that in cases in which 
a woman was party to a suit the jury 
should be made up of at least half wom- 
en. In cases where n woman alone was 
on tr;al the bill of this mock congress 
made it unlawful for men to be present 
as spectators. The Pro Re Nuta mem- 
bers were of tho opinion thut die pres- 
ence of refined, moral women was al- 
ways a check and a safeguard at legal 
trials, and the interests of their own sex 
demanded that thuy should be present 
At least tho presence of such was aa 
proper as that of the young military 
cadets and male college students who 
thronged to the courtroom at Washing- 
ton recently and filled to overflowing 
the seats from which Judge Bradley had 
excluded the women. Is this a specimen 
of what advanced women think they are 
thinking about? 


One of the gigantic tasks of tho twen- 


tieth century will be the irrigation of 
arid lands all over the globe. Agrioul- 
tnrist_s will learn not to depend on rain- 
fall, but to supply water artificially to 
the roots of plants. Many parts of the 
United States now considered to be sup- 
plied with water from the rainfalls will 
be provided with irrigating canals, and 
droughts will do no harm. Then will 
commence the era of great things in ag- 
riculture and fruit raising. 


We observe with concern the growing 


use of that abominable phrase "quite a 
little." We think it started from the 
great city of New York, where the worst 
English in America is spoken, but we 
are not sure. At any rate, don't say it. 
We have seen it in a dignified speech, 
and the effect was grevrsome. Say "some" 
or "considerable" or "alittle"—anything, 
In short, except "quite a little." It is 
meaningless, and it is vulgarism. Steer 
away from it.

needed in England he was recognized 
as the champion of Christendom who 
alone of nil the leaders of the time 
had shown himself equal to Saladin, 
and he became a popular hero in Eu- 
ropo and among the Moslems as well

When they at lost-retired, it bucuuiuov- 
idunt to th'jiit that tliu prisoner could 
not bo acquitted of till bliiine, accordiug 
to the evidence, but they decided that 
if he must be considered giiilly of some- 
thing they would make that something 
us light as possible. Accordingly the 
foreman gravely announced on tho re- 
turn to the courtroom that they found 
tho prisoner "prviilty of drniikeuuess." 


In spite of tliu gravity of the case a 


ripplo of amusement ran ovur the court- 
room at this verdict. Tho jndgo, with 
considerable severity and with great 
clearness, again charged tlie jury and 
ag:iin they retired.

flue damask linen. A footstool is before 
each old man. The basin is sot on it by 
the archbishop. This done, the person 
whoso foot arc to 1m washed withdraws 
them from the canvas slippers and holds 
them over tho basin. 
His grace then 


pours 11 few drops of water over each 
foot. 
This done, a towol is handed to 


him, and he wipes tlie water away. 


As there are 12 persons to bo attend- 


ed to, this office, which is token to sym- 
bolizo Christian charity nutl humility, 
is repeated as many times, A grand pro- 
cession, followed by an anthem, ends the 
service.—Paris Correspondent London 
News.
